THE FORCE BILL ABANDONED. 


Matt Quay and His Partners in 
Crime 


HAVE THROWN UP THE SPONGE, 


And The Constitution Scores a 
Great Victory. 


WASHINGTON, August 12.—[{Special.]—There 
was a genuine sensation in the senate this 
afternoon. Senator Quay caused it by 
quietly introducing a resolution, just be- 
fore adjourning, which provides that during 
the present session the senate -shall con- 
sider no business other than the tariff bill, 
appropriation bills, public buildings, public 
lands, pensions and senate and house con- 
current resolutions; that the consideration 
of all other bills be postponed until next 
session, and that the tariff bill and all amend- 
ments be yoted upon on August 7th, at 
2 o'clock. 

Senator Quay said nothing, 
fution went over until 
means no force bill for this session. Quay 
only acted after consultation with leading 
senators, and it is quite certain the reso- 
Iviion will pass. 

QUAY’S REASONS FOR BACKING DOWN. 

As has been stated in THE CoONSTITU- 
TION repeatedly of late, Senator Quay has 
for some time been opposed to passing the 
force bill at this session, not that he is 
really opposed to the measure, but because 
he thinks it bad policy at just this time, 
and for the further reason that unless 
heroic measures were adopted, the bill had 
no chance of passing in time to become 
operative in the fall elections; and in the 
face of the republican opposition it was 
extremely doubtful if heroic measures, 
such as thé adoption of a gag rule, could 
have been carried through. 

THERE WAS A CONSULTATION. 

Then Quay came forward and threw up 
the sponge for the republicans. He, how- 
ever, did not do it without consultation 
with all the leaders. The resolution was 
drawn up Sunday night. Quay showed it 
to many of the republican senators yester- 
day, ard a majority of them agreed with 
him that it was the proper solution of the 
pending problem. Hoar and Spooner kicked 
vigorously, but it was of no use. The ma- 
jority was against them. After getting the 
republicans in line, Senator Quay intimated 
to a few of the leading democrats in the 
Strictest confidence what was coming and 
asked their opinions. They were as anxious 
as the republicans to solve the problem, pro- 
vided the force bill could be gotten out of the 
way, and immediately replied that the resolu- 
tion would receive the unanimous democratic 
vote. Quay then added thathe thought it 
best. It had become evident the force bill 
could not be passed before winter. Both 
democratic and republican representatives 
wanted to go totheir homes and look after 
their re-elections, and all in all, it was 
best, he thought, to allow the election bill to 
go over until next session, and to adjourn 
about the 10th of September. 

QUAY’S RESOLUTION WILL PASS. 

Thus the programme is mapped out. The 
resolution will, perhaps, be acted upon in 
the morning.- The MHoar-Spooner crowd, 
might make objection. That will, 
however, amount to naught. The majority 
of republicans have thrown up the force bill 
sponge for the time being, and so far as this 
session is concerned it is dead. 

It is said Quay conferred with Harrison 
before he took this step, and it is said that 
the little man agreed, although with great 
reluctance. This will prevent Clarkson as- 
suming the chairmanship of the congressional 
committee. He announced he* would not 
take it unless the force bill was to be passed 
at this session. Harrison promised -him a 
week ago it would, but Quay and Blaine 
have made the little fellow reverse his atti- 
sude. 

Senator Edmunds introduced his resolu- 
tion of yesterday to limit debate simply 
to place himself right before his constitu- 
ents. He knew, when he introduced it, all 
about the Quay resolution, and had ap- 
proved it. 

WILL ADJOURN IN SEPTEMBER. 

While yesterday there seemed a thousand 
of snags before the senate, and while it 
then seemed and was predicted that con- 
gress would sit right on all the winter, 
today the route is clear and all will be 
emooth sailing. Congress will adjourn about 
the 10th of September, and Tar Constirv- 
tI0N has won the greatest victory of all. 

Buck’s Visit to Washington. 

Boss Buck spent a day here on his way to 
Boston, and had a talk with some of the re- 
publican politicians. He will return the latter 
part of the week. His visit has two objects— 
pone to have Denning confirmed at Augusta; 
the other to secure republican boodle to be 
used in the congressional races in Georgia. It 
has already been decided to spend about $5,000 
on Pickett in the ninth. The fights against 
Colonel Livingston and Colonel Lester have 
not yet been arranged for. Buck wants to

THE KNIGHTS DEFEATED. 
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Everything Quiet at Grand Central Depot— 
Shortening the Force of Policemen, 

New Yorx, Auguit 12.—At the Grand 
Central depot this morning there no longer 
existed even the semblance ofa strike.~ Pas- 
senger trains were coming in and going out 
with all the appearance of usual regularity, the 
inflow and outflow of passengers being as great 
as ever, and excepting for the presence of an 
unusual number of policemen idly standing 
about the various entrances of the depot, the 
most careful observer would be unable to 
perceive any lingering indications of the tie- 
up that on Friday night threatened to be so 
formidable. 

General Manager Toucey arrived at his 
oftice at 8:30 o’clock this morning and found 
there awaiting him a telegram from the assist- 
ant superintendent of the Syracuse yards, 
stating that order had been fully restored 
there, and that trains were running without 
interruption. This, he said, ended the strike. 

Vice President Webb, who also reached his 
office at 8:30 o’clock this morning, said pas- 
senger trains would be run today on the same 
schedule as yesterday. Arrangements are 
being completed to run out freight trains from 
the Sixty-fifth street and Thirty-third street 
yards. He said the road had all the men it 
needed now. He did not know whether any of 
the old men bad been taken back or not, as 
every man employed was taken on as a new 
hand. There is a smaller police force on 
guard at the Grand Central depot today than 
was there yesterday, and there are none 
visible in the yards, but on each of the bridges 
crossing the tracks from the depot to Fifty- 
fourth street there were stationed three or 
four policemen. 

At 8:30 o’clock this morning there were 
assembled a few men at the employment 
bureau seeking work, but the doors had -not 
yet opened.

PirTspurG, August 12.—The strike of the ma- 
chinists for nine hours is spreading, and about 
three thousand men are nowidle. ‘The princi- 
pal fight seems to be against the Weetinghouse 
interest, and tomorrow itis said all employes 
of Westinghouse, numbering 4,000, will be out. 
This will cause a suspension of work at the 
Westinghouse Electric Company’s works, the 
Westinghouse Machine Company,the Westing- 
house Air Brake Company and the Union 
Switch and Signal Company. The demands 
have been conceded at a number of shops and 
work has been resumed. 


EARTH BELCHED FIRE

Andthe Course of a Creek Was Changed— 
Phenomena in Indiana. 

INDIANAPOLIS, August 12.—Ten acres of the 

farm of Thomas Habon, three miles north of 

Waldron, -hhave been destroyed for farming 
purposes, and great holes have been blown in 
the earth. The course of Flat Rock creek has 
been turned up stream. Birds, snakes and 
rabbits and fish are dead, while fish are thor- 
oughly cooked in heated water. All this was 
caused by an upheaval of the waters. 

. A log fire was blazting in the midst of the 
ten acres. Without warning, the earth 
belched forth flame; great trees were hurled 
skyward, and all the waters of Flat Rock con- 
verted to foam and steam. Vast pockets of 
natural gas burst forth and the scene was 
beautiful. The gas took fire and blazed fiercely 
above the trees at times and continued all 
yesterday and last night. 

oday 3,000 spectators viewed the phenom- 
non. The fire has been extinguished, but the 
gas is still escaping. Some assert that an other 
agency than gas is the cause of the phenome- 
non, but the general conviction is that no other 
agency could produce the effect on the water. 
Great caverns have taken place in the current, 
and a wild flaming Niagara is created. 


BLAND’S AFFLICTIONS. 


The Sad: Story of a Man Recently Dis- 
charged from the Penitentiary. 

MonTGomEry, Ala., August 12.—[Specia®.] 
Mr. A. E. Bland, the young man whose sad 
story of conviction and imprisonment for 
seven years for the alleged murder of his 
mother, was published last week in these dis- 
patches, isin the city today visiting friends 
who knew him in years past.

charge they gave him every evidence of their

Three years 
ago his youngest brother who was his especial] 
pet and playmate in their childhood days, was 
accidentally shot while out hunting, receiving 
a wound which produced death within twenty- 
four hours. Last April another brother, a few 
years younger than himself, who settled in 
Jefferson county before the death of their 
mother, and was most successfulin his farm- 
ing operations there, died of consumption.

WILL THERE BE A SPLIT? 


Texas Democrats at Work-~The 
Mississippi Constitution. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., August 12.—[Special.]} 
The state democratic convention, which 
meets at Columbia tomorrow will decide 
whether there will be a split in the party or 
not. 

Tillman has 253 out of 320 delegates, and 
it is generally thought he will try to get 
the nomination, although the convention 
is called to decide whether state officers 
shall be nominated by the primary or the 
convention plan. If the primary plan is not 
adopted, a split will doubtless follow, for 
many of the county delegations are elected 
for both the present convention and for 
the cenvention in September, which is to 
nominate officers. 

These elections are declared illegal by 
the democratic executive committee, and 
such delegates will not be recognized in 
September by the regular democracy. 
Since Tillman’s canvass of the state, the 
regular democrats have perfected organiza- 
tion in almost every county, and are pre- 
pared to fight to a finish. There will be, 
in effect, two democratic conventions in 
session in Columbia tomorrow, for the 
straightout democracy will be there in 
foree, in fact are already on the ground. 

A good deal has been said about the negro 
vote. Prominent republican leaders now 
openly say that there will be no republican 
state ticket in the field, but that the negroes, 
if they take any part in the election, will cer- 
tainly not vote with the Tillmanites.. It is 
known that the negroes have been used by the 
Tillmanites in making up their democratic 
club rolls on which representation in the 
county conventions is based, but if it comés to 
a split, the majority of the negroes will vote 
against Tillman and with the more conservative 
white voters of the state.

AS VIEWED IN COLUMBIA. 

The Delegates are There, and There is Every 
Indication of a Lively Time. 

CotumsiA, 8. C., August 12.—[Specia},]— 
Many persons unfamiliar with the situation, 
here believe that this convention is the endofa 
bitter and fratricidal fight that has been yoged 
between two factions of the white peopfe of 
South Carolina, but those who are acquainted 
with the undercurrents of feeling are convinced 
that in the event ofcertain, action by the von- 
vention, which seems probable, tomorrow 
will mark a new era in the state’s history, and 
that the fight wil] have just begun. 

The convéntion was called by the demo- 
cratic state convention to decide whether state 
officials should be nominated by 
primary or convention. It was expressly 
stated this was to be the only work of conyen- 
tion. The Tillman faction has elected 253 out 
of 320 delegates, and of course has contro). 
These Tillman delegates are instructed to 
oppose a primary. Their opponents, the 
“straightout democrats” will fight hard for 
a primary, and will present petitions signed by 
one eighth of the white voters, praying that a 
primary be granted. 

The members of the state executive com- 
mittee are opposed to Tillman. This body was 
elected two years ago to hold until the nomi- 
nating convention this fall, but ’tis generally 
understood that tomorrow’s convention will 
dispose this committee and fill their places 
with Tillman men. 

It is believed that a large per cent of Till- 
man’s followers are in favor of disregarding 
the terms of the call under which they assem- 
ble tomorrow and will preceed. at once 
to nominate a full state ticket with 
Tillman at the head. Advances 
have already been made to the 
“straightouts’” thatif they will not oppose 
nominations at this time, and will not make 
such action the ground for a fight hereafter, 
the Tillmanites will give one or two of the 
minor offices in the ticket to their opponents. 

This proposition will not be agreed to. It 
may be definitely stated that if tomorrow’s 
convention goes beyond the call and takes ad- 
vantage of its Tillman strength to nominate 
the ticket, the whites of the party will be 
split. 

The anti-Tillman faction will consider their 
opponents outside of the democratic party, 
and will proceed to nominatea ticket, put it 
in the field and make the fight at the 
polls in November. They consider that 
the methods of Mahone and Tillman are identi- 
cal and that the oneis as much of a democrat 
as the other. If this fight is made it will be 
terribly bitter and will probably result in much 
bloodshed.

KILLED BEFORE 


HIS WIFE'S EYES. 


A FALL DOWN Al PRECIPICE 


By Which a Prominent Carolinian 
Lost His Life. 


HIS . WIFE'S TERRIBLE 


A Tragic Story from a North 
Carolina Resort. 


AGONY. 


Hienitanps, N. C., August 12.—[Special.} 
One of the most thrilling, horrible and de- 
plorable tragedies in the history of the old 
North State transpired near here yesterday 
afternoon late. 

Falling over a precipice one hundred 
feet high, Mr. Vanderhorst Lewis, one of 
South Carolina’s mest prominent rice plan- 
‘ters, was dashed to death. | 

And that, too, before the eyes of his 
wife, his daughter and his niece. 

Then for three hours the wife, by lean- 
ing over the edge of the precipice, looked 
at her husband, unable to reach him. 

Highlands is one of the most popular resorts 
in North Carolina, and is frequented by the 
wealthiest, most refined and prominent people 
of the two Carolinas. 

Many private cottages have becn erected 
here, and one of the handsomest on the table 
lands was the summer home of Mr. Lewis. 

This year Mr. Lewis’s household consisted 
of himself, his wife, one of the most beautiful 
and accomplished society women of the Pal- 
metto state, their only child and a niece, Miss 
Vanderhorst. 

Two miles from the Highlands are the 
Glenn Falls, a popular resort. Along 
one side is a steep precipice 
over one hundred feet high. This is a favor- 
ite promenade for the visitors, and on Monday 
afternoon Mr. Lewis, his wife, child and niece 
left the cottage for the falls. 

After reaching the falls, the party was 
walking along near the edgeof the precipice, 
when Mr. Lewis’s foot slipped. 

Before he could regain himself he tumbled 
over the edge and dropped to the bottom, full 
one hundred feet below. 

There was no one near to assist him. 

The ladies began calling him by name, but 
received no response. 

{Mrs. Lewis rushed to the edge of the preci- 
pice, and by leaning cautiously forward could 
sed her husband lying a hundred feet below. 

He was motionless. The distracted wife 
continued to call him by name, but no answer 
came back. 2 

For three hours she remained upon the very 
brink of the terrible fall her husband had taken. 
While Mrs. Lewis was keeping up that terri- 
ble watch, Miss Vanderhorst was running to 
the Higlapds, two miles away, for help.

While some took charge of her, others went 
below to rescue the husband. Mr. Lewis was 
alive, but beyond a realization of hig situation. 
He was carried to his cottage and an hour 
later died. 


His remains were sent to Charleston today. 


Mr. Lewis's sad death has cast a gloom over 
the place and his wife’s great sorrow was sad 
to witness. 

Several years ago another gentleman lost his 
life in the same way at about the same spot.

WHO WILL BE THE PRESIDENT? 


‘Lhe Candidates and What Is Said 
of Them.

LaGranar, Ga., August 12.—[Special.}— 
‘The Georgia State Agricultural Society con- 
venes here tomorrow at 9 o'clock, and already 
the city is crowded with delegates. They are 
flocking in on every train, and have been 
arriving since Sunday evening. As fastas they 
arrive they are taken in hand by the good citi- 
zens of LaGrange, and their comfort and enter- 
tainment provided for at the private residences 


and public hestelries of this beautiful littie 


city. 
THE MEN YOU MEET. 


For years and years the Georgia State Agri- 
cultural Society has been considered the strong- 
est body of men that ever assembles in the 
grand old state of Georgia, and at its conven- 
tions you meet many solid, honest, capable, 
enterprising and God-fearing men, who 
can be seen at no other gathering— 
men, who persistently resist the allurements of 
politics and pleasure to draw them from the 
sweet privacy of their rural homes, yet yearly 
attend the agricultural society, to meet other 
men like themselves and to discuss the 
weighty questions of what may accrue to the 
best interests of the horny-handed sons of 
toil, and place the honest farmer where he 
should be, in the front ranks of the political, 
social and financial world.

THE ELECTIONS EXCITE INTEREST. 

The only especial business that is known 
of sofar as coming before the convention is 
the election of a president and secretary. The 
general sentiment of those delegates that the 
reporter has talked with so far seems to be in 
favor of Hon. J. O. Waddell, of Cedartown, 
Polk county, the present vice president, as 
Governor Northen’s successor. They seem to 
think that his refusal to run for the office was 
based upon the fact that he was connected with 
the department of agriculture, and that now 
that Nesbitt is virtually elected commissioner, 
and Colonel Waddell, in all likelihood, will go 
out of the department, he will allow his 
name to be presented, and will serveif elected. 
The other candidates spoken of today for the 
position are Colonel Tom Hardeman, of 
Bibb, Hon. W. L. Glessner, of Sumter, and 
Captain. R. E. Park, of Bibb. Colonel 
Hiardeman has the _ strongest following 
next to Waddell, and if Captain Park’s strengh 
goes to him as many allege it will, he standsa 
mighty good showing of being the society’s 
mext president. If Colonel Hardeman does 
mot run, the mostof his strength will go to 
Park, with a portion of it to Glessner. 
greater portion of southwest Georgia is for 
Captain Park, though afew ofthe delegates 
from that section are staunch supporters of 
Waddell. 

To gather the drift of the sentiment, your 
reporter tooka poll ofthe delegates on the 
West Point train coming down, which resulted 
ms follows: Waddell, 8; Hardeman, 6; 
Glessner, 2; Park, 2. So far as we are able to 
learn, this vote isa pretty fair forecast of the 
vote of the convention. 

COLONEL WADDELL A CANDIDATE. 

Colonel J. O. Waddell, accompanied by 
Captain Pierce Horn, of Whitfield, and about 
one hundred delegates, arrived on the after- 
noon train from Atlanta. Colonel Tom Har- 
deman and Secretary Nisbet were on the same 
train.

representative of the Western Georgia Fair

he passed in his rounds, and gathered a few 
points from him. Dr. Cary thinks Waddell 
“a mighty strong man,” since things have 
changed in the agricultural department, and 
he will allow his name to be presented for the 
presidency of the society. He thinks the 
society will caucus Wednesday night on the 
question of its next president, and the election 
will come off Thursday morning. Governor 
Northen will not resign, as has been reported ;

Senator Brown Writes at Some 
Length--Other Macon News. 


Macon, Ga., August 12.—{Special.]— 
President Northen, of the Georgia Agricul- 
tural Society, informs Tur Conb’riruTION 
that one day at the state fair in - October 
next will be designated National Day. 
Georgia’s members of the house of repre- 
sentatives have all consented to be present 
on that day and a grand reception will 
be held in President Northen’s office at the 
fair grounds in Macon. President Northen 
has also invited all the Georgia candidates 
nominated for congress to be present. 

The object of the project is to give all 
the people in the state an opportunity to 
meet the delegates in congress at one time. 
The idea is a popular one. Congressmen 
have been quite stirred up by the people 
lately, and good results are expected to 
flow from such free intermingling as pro- 
posed. 

Senator Brown writes to President Northen 
from Atlanta at length and says among other 
things: 

In reply to your letter I have to state that I most 
cordially approve of the objects of the Georgia 
State Agricultural Society and the objects of the 
president and directors in inviting the Georgia 
delegation in congress to meet the people in a 
body at the time appointed. Such a meeting wi h 
a free intercharge of views and the opportunity 
of seeing each other socially, would, I 
think be productive of a great deal of 
good. There can be no reason therefore 
why I should not desire toaccept your kind invi- 
tation and be presentif I am able todoso. My 
health is still very feeble and I get about with dif- 


‘ficulty and I cannot say now positively what I can 


do in the premises. 

I will merely remark that if my health is in 
such condition that I feel adequate to the 
task, it will afford me very great pleasure to be 
with you on that occasion and to meet many of 
my much esteemed friends, yourself among others. 
Raised upon a farm, where I labored hard and 
faithfully until I was nineteen years of age, and 
having conducted very considerable farming oper- 
ations since l have had a home of my own, my 
sympathies have always been with that noble class 
of our fellow citizens with whom I have been so 
much associated, and I feel a great interest in 
everything pertaining to their welfare and pros- 
perity. 

While I may not agree with them on all points 
involved in the different organizations of agricul- 


» ture, we agree, I am quite sure,in the main ob- 


jects to be accomplished, and you will always 
have ny sywpathy in everything that can fairly 
and honorably advance the farmers’ interest. 
Trusting the society over which you preside will 
continue to grow in strength and usefulness, and 
wishing you, as president of the organization, 
long life and abundant happiness and prosperity, 
Lam, yours very truly, JOSEPH E. Brown.

A PECULIAR POND. 


A Curlosity Which ‘Is Found 
County. 

ALBAXY, Ga., August 12.—[{Special.]—Over in 
Lee county, about nine miles from Albany, there 
is a body of water a mile in circumference, and 
known as White Pond. The water is as clear as 
crystal, an@ the bottom is of white sand. . In its 
deepest point it is twelve feet from bottom to sur- 
face. 

This pond is fed by a great subterranean creek 
When this underground stream is full, it thus 
affects the pond, and vice versa. 

In two places the bottom of the pond 
has fallen in. The holes are north and 
south. Here the water has accumulated, leaving 
the center free from water. Across this portion, 
running across the pond from west to east, per- 
sons can walk across dry shod. 

Great quantities of fish have been seined from 
this pond recently, and immense trout, pike and 
bream have been hauled away. 

The neighborhood has been feasting upon fish, 
and of the nicest kind. 

Recently a large amotnt of earth fell in at about 
one hundred feet from the margin of the pond, 
leaving a hole about fourteen feetin diameter. 
Here 18 revealed the queer subterranean stream, 
— intensely blue in color. The water is of 
great depth, and soundings have failed to reach 
the bottom. 

The other day Mr. Jasper Hartley, whose farm 
borders on the pond, caught an alligator in his 
seine. The saurian was about five feet in length. 
Mr. Hartley decided that; as no animal he had 
ever caught could reach him when he had it by 
the tail, commenced to pull out this huge rep- 
tile in that manner. 

To his pain and surprise no sooner did he havea 
good hold upon its tail and commenced to drag it 
out, than the creature turned upon him with open 
jaws and crunched down upon his hand. As his 
teeth came together they could be heard a hun- 
dred yards away. With a mighty yell Mr. Hartley 
managed to release his hand, and at the same 
time his hold upon the alligator, which slid back 
into the water.

THE KING OF TURF BEATS TENNY 
ONCE MORE. 


The Race Was for the Champion Stakes at 
Monmouth Park—Other Sporting News, 
Races and Baseball. 


MonmoutH ParK, N. J,, August 12. 
«~-(Special.]}—Two memorable races were run 
here today. These were the contests for the 
champion and the junior champion stakes, re- 
spectively, both famous in the history of this 
racing course. 

Ever since 1879 the champion stakes have 
been won by great horses. Spendthrift, Luke 
Blackburn, Hindoo, Eole, Monitor, Miss 
Woodford, Freeland, Volante, Hanover, Fi- 
renzi and Los Angeles in successive years 
carried _ off its laurels. This year 
it went to a horse greater than 
any of them—the peerless Salvator. 

The contest today was especially interesting, 
for it was the third great race between Mr. 
Haggins’s splendid chestnut colt, Salvator, the 
hero of the year, and Mr. Pulsifer’s peculiarly 
built bay colt, Tenny, the’demon of the race 
track. 

Twice had Salvator beaten Tenny, and at 

each time by buta neck in two of the most 
wonderful races which any season has ever 
known. The story of the two races is doubt- 
less familiar to the readers of THE CoNsTI- 
TUTION, andthe fact that the horses were 
again to meet was enough to give the greatest 
interest to the champion stakes.

Too 
much praise cannot be given Colonel Pulsifer 
for the sportsman-like conduct which he has 
exhibited. Many another owner would have 
been content to pick up ordinary stakes, scar- 
ing everybody else out, but it is Mr. Pulsifer’s 
ambition to beat Salvator. He has lost heay- 
ily financially by it, but he comes up smiling 
every time, and is deserving of better fortune.

He has 
made the name of his horse imperishable, too, 
for no onecan ever in later years mention 
Salvator without coupling with him the name 
of Tenny. 

But Salvator is clearly king. He empha- 
sized his right to the title again today, this 
time winning by a clear four lengths. The 
Little Giant was not at himself. There were 
other entries—Firenzi, Prince Royal, from Mr. 
Belmont’s stable, and Mr. Morris’s Judge 
Morrow—but only Salvatorand Tenny came 
out for the race. The phenomena! jockey, 
Murphy, was astride the king of the turf, and 
his old rival Garrison appeared to pilot Tenny 
Each horse carried 122 pounds.

OVER FIVE HOURS PASSING THE 
REVIEWING STAND. 


The Posts Dip Their Colors as They Pass the 
President—General Alger Cheered— 
The Weather Fine. 


Boston, August 12.—Had the weather been 
made to order for the veterans, the conditions 
could hardly have been more favorable for the 
big Grand Army of the Republic demonstra- 
tion today, and the claims of Boston as a de- 
sirable summer resort were fully vindicated in 
the atmospheric conditions that prevail. 

The sun was entirely obscured by clouds, 
while a brisk northeast wind held the flags on 
the buildings straight out from their poles, and 
caused a constant and pleasing though a 
rather violent agitation of streamers and 


so profusely covered. 

As early as 6 o’clock many veterans were 
already about the streets and crowds of people 
had begun to arrive in town, and on the thor- 
oughfares, in holiday attire. Every regular 
train and many special ones arriving brought 
more than their quota of passengers, and with 
the veterans and their families, the estimate 
that 100,000 strangers will be in the city today 
does not seem large. The police and signalling 
arrangements were perfect. 

General Alger appointed Comrade John 
Ryan, of Newton, to bear the headquarters’ 
standard in the procession. Mr. Ryan has 
been fourteen years in consecutive military 
service, and was with Custer and Reno’s di- 
vision when the massacre at Little Big’ Horn 
occurred. 

THE GRAND PARADE, 

The feature of the day was the parade and 
it was striking and successful’ in every par- 
ticular. It occupied five hours and thirty-five 
minutes in passing the reviewing stand. The 
space in the vicinity of Copley square was 
densely crowded. The seats reserved for the 
presidential party were to the left and built on 
a curve, giving a fine view of the line of 
march. 

In the group of which the president was the 
center, were Vice President Morton, Governor 
Brackett, General Sherman, Mayor Hart, 
Secretaries Noble, Proctor, Tracy, Rusk, Pri- 
vate Secretary Halford, Admiral Gherardi, 
Governor Dillingham and staff of Vermont; 
General Butler, William McKinley, Cabot 
Lodge, Daniel Sickles, Governor Davis of 
Rhode Island, ex-Governor Barstow of Ver- 
mont, Mrs. John A. Logan, Mrs. Alger, Mrs. 
McKee, Mrs. Noble, anda number of promi- 
nent ladies of Boston. 

As each department came in front of; the 
stand, the colors were dipped, hats raised and 
in many instances rousing cheers given for 
the president, ‘‘Uncle Jerry”? coming in for 
the lion’s share of the attention when Wiscon- 
sin passed in review. 

SALUTING THE PRESIDENT. 

Post 1, of Philadelphia, was the first in line, 
carrying its old battle flags, and as their 
tattered and torn folds caught the eyes, every 
occupant arose, cheering lustily. Each suc- 
ceeding contingent of battle flags was greeted 
with the same enthusiasm.

Talmage Un the Death Penalty. 
From The New York Herald. 

“Mercy is a very large word,”’ said Dr. Talmage 
‘and Iam not sure that it does not particularly: 
apply to this question. Now, Ihave always been 
in favor of capital punishment. I based my faith 
in it on the old scriptural assertion that the man 
who takes the life out of another shall lose his 
own. Of late years, however, I tind my opinions 
relaxing, and I am beginning to doubt if the 
strict construction that we place on the old law 1s 
altogether right. 

“Ic will be well to remember that when this law 
was laid down mankind existed under different 
conditions. There were no prisons,no reformatories 
and no places of confinement forcriminals.The man 
who committed murder] or some other heinous 
crime could, of course, be thrown into a cave ora 
hole in the ground and kept there until he died, 
which wasa very short time, and on the whole I 
am not sure whether it was not more merciful to 
execute the man at once. 

**Now we have prisons that are almost perfect. 
We have introduc:d systems by which criminals 
may be reformed. Itis possible to extend all the 
benefits of Christianity to them and_to transform 
them physically. So lam coming to doubt in my 
own mind if it would not be as well to change our 
system of capital punishment to one of continued 
imprisonment. 

‘However, I find it difficult to say just how I do 
stand on the question, which is a most important 
one, no matter how you look at it. 

“This much 1 will say. If we are to inflict the 
death penalty we should do it in the least painful 
manner. I have long favored and publicly advo- 
cated killing by electricity. Indeed, I think there 
is even a better method. If an overdose of some 
powerful anwsthetic were given to the condemned 
man so that he would quietly fall asleep and never 
awaken again in this world I should be in favor of 
that plan. It is not necessary to inflict pain, and 
the inflicting of it serves no purpose. If we are 
to have the death penalty infiicted at all let there 
be no horrors. Whether we should have it in- 
ficted at allisa question with which ITamin de- 
bate with myself.”

As Pure Lies as Can Be Found in Any 
War Stories.

Of all the reminiscences of Chickamauga’s 
iron hail storm, Jim Brotherton’s experience 
wis the hardest strain on credulity. Jim was 
fighting ‘“‘the best he knowed how.’’ He was 
in the thickest of the assault on Snodgrass 
Hiil. As he charged across the road and over 
the field toward the Dyer farm, Jim caught a 
glimpse of the house he was bornin. But 
valor did not make Jim forget discretion. 
He took advantage of all the pine trees he 
could when going into and coming out of the 
fight. On his back was strapped his knapsack, 
and over the knapsack was rolled his blanket. 
The two made a hiimp which projected beyond 
the trees behind whigh Jim took temporary 
shelter. When Jim unloaded his knapsack 
and blanket the night after the battle he found 
that thirty-seven bullets had penetrated it. 

‘Ves, sir,’’ said Jim, looking the listener 
straight inthe eyes. ‘‘Thirty-seven bullets 
had gone intomy blanket and knapsack— 
thirty-seven bullets and two buckshot. IfI 
had that blanket and knapsack now I wouldn’t 
take $1,000 forit. Afterthe battle I gave 
them to mother and told her to keep them for 
me until I came back from the war. But you 
know how it is when folksis mgving around. 
Things getlost. I don’t know what became 
of the blanket or knapsack.’’ 

There was only one veteran who told a story 
which approached that of Jim Brotherton in 
in picturesqueness. He was Private Sinnatt, 
who came all the way from Virginia to attend 
the reunion. Private Sinnatt was particularly 
anxious to meet and renew acquaintance with 
some of the Twelfth Georgians. ,A big mari 
of the Twelfth Georgia saved his life, Private 
Sinnatt said. He explained how. When he got 
into what seemed to him the hottest place he 
had ever found, Priveate Sinnatt lay down 
behind a tree which wasn’t more than 
eight inches through, and made himself as 
small as possible. While he lay there wonder- 
ing how long it would be before he would be 
hit, a strapping fellow from the Twelfth Geor- 

ia gra him by the leg, lifted him from 

hind the tree and lay down where he had 
been. Sinnatt says the Georgian was about 
twice as big as he was. He couldn't lick him, 
so he made the best of a bad situation, crawled 
up close behind the Georgian and kept quiet.

THE “MAGIC CITY” CROWDED WITH 
VISITORS. 3 


The Masonic Ceremonies—Governor Gordon 
Makes a Speech—Great Predictions 
for Cordele’s Future, 


Corpetg, Ga., August 12.—[{Special.]}—The 
biggest day in the history of Cordele has just 
passed, and the glory of it will last through 
many coming years. Nota single unpleasant 
feature marred the pleasure of the occasion, 
and every visitor who came here has left with 
the conviction that the ‘Magic City” is appro- 
priately named. " 

Visitors began coming yesterday afternoon. 
Every train since then, up to 1:30 o'clock, p. 
m., brought streams of humanity into the city. 
Quite a number came in at 4 o’clock this 
morning, on the Georgia Southern. 


At 10 o’clock the train arrived from Amer- | 


icus, bringing members of the Masonic frater- 
nity and several hundred citizens. 

The special train from Macon came at 11 
o'clock, and 500 people touched the soil of 
Cordele for the first time. This train con 
tained the officers of the grand lodge and 
members of the Macon lodge. 

From the depot, the Masons went to the 
Baptist church, where the grand lodge opened. 
Then the procession formed and about two 
hundred Masons marched to the hotel to in- 
spiring music from the Cordele cornet band. 

THE MASONIC EXERCISES. 

Here a large crowd gathered. A selected 
choir, composed of the finest voices in the city, 
occupied the stand with the Masons. The 
Masonic ceremonies were beautiful, and the 
large assembly looked on in silence as the sol- 
emn exercises proceeded. 

Mr. W. A. Davis, of Macon, deputy grand 
master, conducted the exercises assisted by 
other officers of the grand lodge. 

Among the articles deposited in the stone 
were copies of THE Constitution, Journal, 
Americus Times and Cordelian,. a piece 
of gold quartz from Montana, and silver 
ore from Idaho, a copy of The Sunny South,con- 
taining a letter on Cordele from the pen or J. 
A. Fulton, of Dawson, several sealed pack- 
ages whose contents are unknown, a number of 
business cards, photographs and some confed- 
erate money. 

THEN THE DINNER. 

At 1:30 o’clock the benediction was pro- 
nounced and the crowd repaired to City 
Springs. 

In brief but eloquent speech, Professor C. B. 
Phillips, worshipful master of Cordele lodge, 
welcomed the people in behalf of the Masonic : 
fraternity. He was followed by Colonel C. F. 
Strozier who extended the visitors the hospi- 
tality of the city, and invited them to partake 
of the big barbecue. Dinner was plentiful and 
well cooked. Every one pronounced the barbe- 
cue a success. 

After dinner Colonel J. E. D. Shipp intro- 
duced Governor John B. Gordonin an elo- 
quent speech containing handsome tributes to 
Georgia’s governor. 

GOVERNOR GORDON SPEAKS. 

Governor Gordon arose amid tremendous 
enthusiasm, and spoke for fifty minutes. He 
spoke of the pine trees singing sweet anthems 
invoking a message from the Almighty upon 
men. He said this hill-sloping pine region of 
Georgia is the section of the state from which 
we must now look for the greatest amount of 
improvement and progress. 

“The greatest section ofthe union is the 
south; the greatest state in the south is 
Georgia; and the greatest part of Georgia is 
the undeveloped pine belt,” he said. ‘Teach 
your children the principles for which their 
fathers fought—these great principles af con- 
stitutional liberty, for which the south fought 
and for which cause her manhood and her 
womanhood were united, and which they 
pledged their faith to maintain at their coun- 
try’s altar. They staked their 
religion, property and all for four 
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,long years, until the bottom dropped ont. 


The yankees are sorry they saved the confed- 
erate records of the late war.. This record 
shows that there were 800,000 soldiers in this 
district on the confederate side, and that there 
were 2,802,000 in the federal army. My fel- 
low countrymen, do you believe that if old 
Mars Bob had had 2,800,000 and General 
Grant had 800,000 the war would have lasted 
four years? Do you believe it would have 
lasted four weeks? No. The first time the 
yankees would have seen the gray jackets 
coming they would have scampered away, 
and there would not have been a greasy spot 
left of the federal army. 

‘‘I love farmers and have always striven to 
better their condition and will continue to do 
so, but will these brave soldiers who fought 
four years for constitutional liberty now come 
home and surrender liberty and conscience to 
aman who lives we know not where, and let 
him dictate your choice for officers of this goy- 
ernment without giving you a right to 
decide for yourself? [Hear cries of ‘‘No! no,”’ 
and a loud hurrah for Gordon.| I know fel- 
lew-citizens, that you would not. I have felt 
itall my life that your manhood, pride and 
sense of justice revolted atit. No man shall 
dictate to you, my fellow countrymen, whom 
to vote for and how to vote. 

“This government has for its mainspring 
and pillars, three things—first, sectional unity ; 
second, soveriegnty of the states; third, indi- 
vidual liberty.’ 

The governor, taking these three as a text, 
made an eloquent speech, which was loudly 
cheered. A plank filled with men, women 
and children gave way. ‘*That,’’ he cried, ‘‘isa 
radical plank.’’ After awhile a whole plat- 
form gave way. ‘‘That,’’ cried some one, “‘is 
the force bill.” 

MAJOR HANSON SPEAKS, 

At the conclusion of Governor Gordon’s 
speech, Major J. F. Hanson, of Macon, was 
introduced by the governor and addressed the 
people on the industrial pr ss of the south. 

There never was an address delivered in 
Dooly county that received more general 
applause than this able address of this distin- 
guished Georgian. It was full of thought and 
clear of all clap-trap, and no doubt put — a 
ian to thinking. The address was applauded 
throughout. and received marked attention, 
except once when the platform fell from the 
great rush of people to get near enough to 
the speaker to hear the words that he 
uttered. 

There never was before such a crowd fath- 
ered together for any purpose in Dooly 
county. Cordele had on her Sunday clothes 
today. Notwithstanding it was gala day 
given up to pleasure and feast, yet thousands 
of dollars passed hands, and some fifty trades 
in real estate were made. Curdele is certainly 
ona boom, such as no southern city rarely 
ever sees.

In his boyhood he 
learned the printer’s trade, and later went 
to England, where he became a newspaper 
reporter. He was a daring young fellow, 
and the wrongs of his native land caused 
him to hate England with all the intensity 
of a fiery and fearless nature. Joining the 
Fenians, he enlisted in the British army for 
the sole purpose of spreading disaffection 
among the Irish soldiers. In 1866 the gov- 
ernment discovered his connection with the 
Fenians, and as he had already succeeded in 
influencing several Irish regiments, making 
them ripe for rebellion, he was arrested, 
tried for high treason and condemned to be 
shot. 

Fortunately the sentence could not be ex- 
ecuted. In England, and everywhere, the 
people protested against such a fate for one 
s0 young, so brave and so brilliant. The 
penalty was commuted to imprisonment, 
and after being confined in various English 
prisons, the unfortunate patriot was sent to 
the penal colony in Australia. But bolts 
and bars and the raging seas could not cage 
this apostle of liberty. In 1869 he made his 
escape in an open boat, braving almost cer- 
tain death, but he was picked up by an 
American vessel, and landed safely in Phila- 
delphia. 

The gallant refugee was received with 
open arms. Inashort time he became the 
editor and principal owner of The Boston 
Pilot, and entered upon a successful and 
prosperous literary career, In the past 
thirteen years he has been a favorite figure 
on the lecture platform, and has found time 
to write ‘‘Songs of the Southern Seas,”’ 
‘Songs, Legends and Ballads,’’ 
dyne,’’ ‘‘Statues in the Block,” ‘‘In Bohe- 
mia,’’ and two or three other works. 

What a history! Printer, reporter, revo- 
lutionist, soldier, politica) conviet and a lit- 
erary lion! , Despite his” 
tnne, this man of genius emerged from his 
Australian prison with the

power of mastery and leadership, 
founded the ‘*Papyrus Cl

poor fugitive, and died with a laureate’s 
wreath around his brow. 

Dead at forty-six! He should have died 
a generation hence.

The Final Reports Show 160 
Floats Entered. 


THE PROCESSION WILL BE TWO MILES LONG 


The Greatest Pageant Ever Seen 
in the South. 


FOUR TIMES AS LONG BS MARDI GRAS

Now that the work is done and the final 
reports are in hand, the workers on the 
executive committee and on the marshal’s 
ataff can look around and see what has 
been done.

Late in the 
afternoon when Mr. Pease, the official pro- 
grammcr, had closed his last!form there was 
quite a flurry among several belated ones 
who wanted to get in the programme. 

One: of the most unique floats in the 
procession is one gotten up for Tur Con- 
STITUTION by Mr. R. B. Harrison. It 
represents a log cabin in a yard enclosed 
by a rail fence. In the door of the cabin 
sits Uncle Remus With the little boy on his 
knee. On the side of the cabin are the 
traditional coon skin and gourds, and lying 
by the door is Uncle Remus’s |. favorite 
hound. 

For the last ten days it .-has been 
almost impossible to place new orders for 
floats, as the decorators had their hands 
full. Many of them are now working at 
night, and a prodigious day’s work will be 
put in today on the finishing touches.

| 2WOFREIGHT TRAINS OF THE E. T., 


V. AND G. COLLIDE, 


Three Persons Badly Injured—Serious 
Damage to a Dozen Cars—The 
Accident. 


A bad wreck of two freight trains oc- 
curred last night on the track of the Georgia 
Pacific railroad at Howell’s station, just four 
miles from Atlanta. 

The wreck consisted in the collision of 
freight trains second, 34and 30, both of the 
East Tennessec, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road, 

The accident seems to have resulted from 
an error in the report of the night operator at 


Howell’s, to the office of the East Tennesse - 


Virginia and Georgia, in Atlanta. 

Freight train second No. 34 left Atlanta last. 
night at 8 o’clock, and stopped at Howell’s to 
get several cars of powder. In drilling the 
cars to the rear of the train from danger of the 
engine, the train was delayed some time. 

At 8:30 o’clock, itis said, the operator at 
Howell’s reported the train as having passed 
Howell’s, which seems to have been the fatal 
error, for at that time train No. 30 was ordered 
to leave Atlanta. 

The engineer believing the freight ahead 
had left Howell’s, had his train at full speed 
when it turned the curve just this way from 
the station. 

Immediately ahead was the freight train 
that had been reported as having passed the 
station, and into this No. 30 ran a speed. 

Engineer Frank McCoy and hisQYreman on 
the running train were badly injured, and 
were brought to Atlanta on a special engine 
sent out to the wreck at 11 o’clock. - 

An operator, who was riding on the engine, 
is also among the wounded reported. 

Nobody on the train that.was run into is re- 
ported as injured. 

The damage was very great, there being 
three or four cars totally smashed up, and the 
engine to train No. 30 badly injured, having 
been turned completely over and thrown far 
off the track. 

A number of hands were at work on the 
wreck all night clearing the track.

BECINNING TO HUM, 


THE PRIMARY NEXT TUESDAY. 


How the Race for County Com- 
missioners Will Be Made. 


THOSE THAT ARE SOON 10 GO OUT 


And Those Who Want to Go in-- 
A New System of Balloting. 


The political cauldron of Fulton county is 
beginning to boil. 

And it now transpires that the primary next 
Tuesday will be an extremely exciting one. 

As is already well known, the’ primary has 
been ordered by the democrats of Fulton 
county forthe purpose of electing congress- 
ional and senatorial delegates and for the pur- 
pose of electing three county commissioners 
to take the places of those who will soon go 
out. 

Among the five county commissioners there 
will be two to go ont on the first Wednesday 
in October. They are Messrs. J. D. Collins 
and Anthony Murphey. 

Mr. C. W. Hunnicutt’s time will not ex- 
pire before April 1, 1891, but his successor will 
be selected at the primary next Tuesday. 

Thus, there are three county commissioners, 
six congressional delegates, and six senatorial 
delegates tobe electedatthe primary next 
Tuesday. 

The excitement will be over the election of 
senatorial delegates and that of the county 
commissioners, 

THE CONGRESSIONAL DELEGATES. 

Little or no interest will hover about the 
election of congressional delegates. 

There is but one candidate, Colonel L. F. 
Livingston, and his race is already run and the 
victory gained. ; 

Hence it is that the election of Livingston 
delegates will be only a matter of form. 

Colonel Livingston says he has urged no 
special ticket for election by the primary, and 
is indifferent as to the result of the election 
next Tuesday. 

He has had no voice in the matter, and says 
he will not even suggest the names of any 
favored delegates to vote for him. 

This part of the democratic primary will be 
exceedingly tame. 

But the senatorial delegates—what of them? 

AYE, THERE'S THE RUB. 

At present, it is a matter of doubt who will 

be the next senator from this district to the 


_ general assembly, and for this reason it is 


equally uncertain who will be selected as sen- 
atorial delegates from Fulton county, at the 
primary next Tuesday. 

According to the rotation system it is Clay- 
ton’s time to name the next senator. 

Clayton has nominated Hon. A. F. Dodd, 
and it is understood that he will raise the 
point of rotation in the campaign. 

Hon. W. H, Venable is also a candidate for 
senator, and will have a ticket of delegates in 
the primary next Tuesday. 

The following announcement, made public 
yesterday, bears with peculiar stress on this 
feature of the primary: 

The following delegates, if nominated, will sup- 
port William H. Venable for senator thirty-fifth 
district: 

John T. Cooper, Jesse P. Kinyon, Charles S. 
Northen, Dr. E. J. Roach, George M. Hope, John | 
Colvin. 

Thus goes the interest in the senatorial cam- 
paign. 

Further developments may bring out further 
excitement. 

For the vacancies soon to be made on the 
board of county commissioners there are five 
possible candidates. 

Messrs‘ Hunnicutt, Collins and Murphey are 
the men to go out. 

They are candidates for re-election. 

It is said, but denied by some, that Colonel 
George W. Adair and Major M. C. Kiser will 
also seek nomination Yor two of the places. 
Dr. J. W. Nelms, of West End will run for 
one of the vacant places on the board. 

THE PRIMARY NEXT TUESDAY, 


In this shape county politics will drift on to 
the democratic primary next Tuesday. 

The interest over the elections of senatorial 
delegates and county commissioners is likely 
to increase each day until the primary settles 
things in a definite way. 

The managers of the primary have not been 
appointed yet, but their names will be made 
public in a very few days. 

It was at first ramored that there would be 
several a!liance candidates forjcommissioners. 
A NEW SYSTEM OF BALLOTING. 

There will be a new system instituted in the 
sounty primary for voters in Atlanta. 

Itis whatis known {as the twin precinct 
system of balloting—a system which provides 
two voting precincts for each ward. 

Mr. Walter R. Brown, chairman of the 
Fulton gounty democratic executive com- 
mittee, speaking of the new system, said yes- 
terday: 

“The democratic executive committee, atits 
meeting recently, displayed much wisdom in 
fixing twin precincts in each ward. 

“Atlanta is no longer a provincial town,”’ 
he continued, ‘‘and our political machinery 
should keep pace with our commercial 
strides.”’ 

“What are the advantages of the new sys- 
tem ?”’ he was asked. 

oe ioe are manifold and obvious. The 
chief object, of course, is to call out a ful] 
vote, and at the same time to prevent loss of 
time to voters. 

“This consideration holds good for clerks, 
especially, whose dinner hour is limited and 
who have not the opportunity to go long dis- 
tances to exercise their franchise. 

‘This is an important feature, when we re- 
member that the voting population is com- 
posed very largely of young men. The two 
precincts will bring the ballot box almost at 
the doors of the great working classes.’’ 

“Will the system work well next Tuesday, 
do you think?” 

*‘Well, a fair test cannot be given the double 
system next Tuesday, because the interest will 
be restricted. But in a heated campaign, 
where a large vote is polled, the excellence of 
the system will be manifest. : 

THE ORDINARY’S LIST. 

“Our very excellent ordinary, Judge Cal- 
houn, is having the official list of voters pre- 
pared, and through his kindness the demo- 
cratic committee will use the same. Thus 
none but tax payers can vote, and by reason of 
the list repeating is out of the question. 

“The legislature, recognizing that primaries 
virtually settle an election, has passed a law 
subjecting repeaters to legal punishment. 

“Now, subdividing the wards into two pre- 
cincts, will almost make every man known to 
the managers. In othér words, the smaller 
the territory covered by a precinct, the greater 
the security for a fair and honest election.” 

“Will this double precinct system be 
Bet by the city ?” was asked. 

‘So far as I have heard there is a general 
feeling in favor of two precincts in each ward, 
and itis said that the council will adopt the 
same for the city election in December.”

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TO BUILD A CHURCH. 


The Presbyterians at Lithonia Want Help 
to Build a Church. 

The Presbyterians at Lithonia want a house 
in which to worship. 

And they are likely to secure one. 

A committee composed of R. W. Milner, B. 
F. George, John I. Marbut, James Walker 
and James Keely have issued acircular ask- 
in rassistance. In that paper they say: 

Tén years ago Lithonia was but a small and un- 

important railroad town with but little to attract 
attention from the outside world. Today she is the 
most prosperous little city on the line of the 
Georgia railroad. Foreign capital, invited by our 
beds of the finest granite, has come and developed 
an industry of vast proportions, and that industry 
has brought us large numbers of citizens who, in 
the main, belong to the laboring classes. Nor is 
this all. Business of every kind has rapidly in- 
creased. Business and professional men, attracted 
hither, are coming in and giving new life to edu- 
cational, social, religious and commercial enter- 
prises, 
There is a Methodist and also a Baptist church 
in the town, both numericially and financially 
strong, but the Presbyterians have no church. 
That apathy, so characteristic of Presbyterians in 
some sections, has had its hold upon the few 
Presbyterians in Lithonia, and they have never 
moved towards getting them a church building. 
But, by God’s grace, we trust that apathy is a 
thing of the past. A church we must, a church 
we will, have. 

We realize that surely there never was a more 
promising field in which Presbyterians could work 
for the glory of Godandthe church we love 80 
well. Among those citizens who have, within the 
past few years, come and made their homes with 
us, is a large element of Scotch, fresh from bon- 
nie Scotland. Many of them are already zealous 
in church; indeed, too zealous to remain outside 
the church. 

Scotch Presbyterians have always been the best 
Presbyterians in the world, 

Quite a number of other families, raised as 
Presbyterians, who live in our community, open 
up for us a field of church work already ripe for 
harvest. Only a few days since an effort was 
started to raise money with which to erecta 
church building, and such has been the enthusiasm 
with which the effort has been met, and such the 
liberality with which Lithonia Christians, of all 
denominations, have contributed, that we are en- 
couraged to believe that with the proper help from 
Presbyterians outside we can erect a five or ten 
thousand dollar church building here, and dedi-

Years of service have endeared it to the 
people, especially those whose business and 
homes are in sightof its trusty watch, and 
beyond reach of the newer rival that crowns 
the courthouse tower. 

If the old clock should be removed from the 
place it has been accustomed to ever since the 
old capitol building was erected, it will be 
missed. 

It will be greatly missed—a useful landmark 
will be gone. 

And unless more money is added to the $250 
appropriated by the council, it is more than 
likely that the old clock will tick for Atlan- 
tians po more. 

Mr. Jim Collins, one of the owners of the 
old capitol building, said yesterday that the 
clock could not be moved and put up again for 
the appropriation. He and his associates have 
not accepted the terms of the council, and, 


according to the views of Mr. Collins, they 


will not unless the city agrees to put the clock 
in a tower that will be in keeping with the 
remainder of the building, or it will be when 
the modifications now progressing are com- 


pleted. 

The tower is to be on the corner of the 
building and the city is to have entire charge 
of the clock, keeping it in order and doing the 
winding. 

Mr. Collins was asked —_ he thonght it 
would take to move the clock and fix it up as 
it should be. He was not able to give an esti- 
mate, but stated that he had given his archi- 
tect instructions to draw plans for the new 
tower and get estimates yesterday. - 

He is convineed, however, that the $250 
will not meet the necessities of the case, so it 
may be after all that the people will lose their 
old friend, the capital clock. 

When new the clock cost $1,700, and is now 
in good condition, and the owners propose to 
make it a present to the city, on condition that 
it be removed to the corner of the building and 
placed in an appropriate tower.

Will Be Held in Atlanta Today—About the 
Middle Georgia and Atlantic—Rail- 
road Personals. 


The annual meeting of the stockholders of 
the Atlanta and Florida will be held today, at 
the office of the president, Colonel R. F. Mad- 
dox, 

The most important action will be the 
choosing of a new board of directors, though 
other matters of importance will come up. 

President Maddox will make the first report 
ever made, showing in detail the condition of 
the road. This will be something of interest. 

“Generally, I ean say now,’ said Colonel 
Maddox, yeaterday; ‘‘that the road is in a very 
prosperous condition. The stock has gone up 
and is going on up, and the outlook is very 
bright indeed.”’ 

The road has. undoubtedly been fortunate 
under the present administration, and it is 
safe tosay that no change'will be made in 
this. 

About the M. G, and A. 

Andersen, of The Covington 
Star, was here yesterday. He has 
been very prominent in the finally 
successful effort to secure the Middle 
Georgia and Atlantic for his town, and keeps 
pretty well posted as to the progress of the 
road, 

“The grading between Machen and Coving- 
ton,”’ said he, “will be completed within 
thirty days. That distance is twenty-seven 
miles. It is already completed from Machen 
to a inile or two this side of Newborn, which is 
half way between Machen and Covington. 
Then the grading is completed again from 
Covington tothe Alcovy river.. The gap is 
from the Alcovy river to near Newborn. 

‘The track-laying, I understand, is to begin 
next week. There isalready enough iron at 
Machen to lay five miles of track.’’ 

“When will the road be complete from 
Macon to Covington ?” 

‘‘In time, they’say, to move all of our cot- 
ton erop. It would be safe to say sometime in 
November.”’

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AN ATLANTA BOY GETS INTO 


TROUBLE. 


Once Well Known in Atlanta Military Circles 
—He Finds a Place in a Chattanooga 
Company and Then Trouble. 


George T. Fry, son of Captain George T. 
Fry, the well-known projector of the Atlanta, 
Atlantic and Great Western railway, has just 
created a sensation in Tennessee’s military 
circles. 

He has been removed from command of a 
Chattanooga military company. 

Conduct unbecoming an officer and a gen- 
tleman is the cause assigned for the removal. 

Young Fry was raised in Atlanta, and a few 
years ago became known as one of the best 
military men in the city. He began his career 
as a soldier with the Gate City Guard, and by 
his superior work in .the tactics won @ ser- 
geant’s place. 

Then in_all competitive drills he wasa 
formidable competitor and quite a number of 
first prizes were awarded him. 

His thorough knowledge of the tactics and 
his soldierly conduct and bearing made him 
the admiration and esteem of all who knew 


him. ; 

When the Atlanta Zouaves were organized 
young Fry entered the company. His worth 
as a soldier induced the company about three 
or four months ago to offer him a lieutenancy. 
The offer was accepted. 

But he was not at all punctual in attending 
the company meetings and in drilling, and a 
few months ago his name was dropped from 
the roll. 

At the time Mr. Fry was living in Chatta- 
nooga, whither his father and family removed 
a few months ago. 

In Chattanooga his military worth soon be- 
came manifest and he was guickly given a 
lieutenancy in Company K of the Tennessee 
Nationa! Guard. 

On Sunday last with his company and Com- 
pany L he went to Lookout mountain where— 

But let the Chattanooga Times tell that part 
of the story. 

Under sensational head lines, an eighth of a 
column deep, the Times says: 

Last Sunday morning a select number of mem- 
bers of Companies K and L, by special invitation, 
visited Camp Taylor on Lookout mountain, to pay 
their respects to the New Orleans militia en- 
camped there. The two Chattanooga companies 
combined their forces under command of Captain 
Simmons, of Company L, he being the superior 
officer, and it being a mutual understanding that 
he should occupy the position. 

According to the best information at hand, it 
was evident from the first that there would be 
“trouble in the camp.” Lieutenant George T. 
Fry, of Company K, gavejup his sword and refused 
to act in his official capacity by ignoring the com- 
pany.. Laterin the day, at dinner, itis said he 
used abusive language, cursed the superior officers 
present and made himself otherwise obnoxious 
to the members of his own company. 

Company K held its regular meeting at the ar- 
mory last night, and unanimously adopted the 
following. resolution : 

HEADQUARTERS Co. K, CHATTANOOGA, August 
11, 1890.—Whereas, Our. First Lieutenant, George 
T. Fry, wholly ignored the company, used profane 
language at the dinner table, and acted in a man- 
ner unbecoming a soldier and a gentleman toward 
Lieutenant Colonel J. P. Fyffe and other superior 
officers, during our visit to the New Orleans 
militia on August 10, 1890, therefore be it 

Resolved, That we as a company do hereby con- 
demn his actions and request the colonel com- 
manding our regiment, the Third N. G. 8. T., to 
relieve Lieutenant George T. Fry from further 
duty until his resignation is accepted. 

The tollowing order was issued late last night; 

HEADQUARTERS THIRD REGIMENT, N.G. 5S. T., 
August 11, 1800.—Special order. Lieutenant 
George T. Fry is hereby removed from command 
of Company K, for conduct unbecoming an officer 
and a gentleman on August 10th. Sergeant J..L. 
Cunningham will assume the command of the 
company until further orders. By order of 
J. P. Fy rrs, Lieutenant Colonel,

“THE TIN TINKERS, 


THE FIGHT AGAINST THE INCREASE 
OF DUTY 


On Tin Plate—Argument Showing that an 
Increase of Duty Would Add to the 
Burden of the Agriculturists. 


WASHINGTON, August 12.—The senate got 
to business this morning without the proceed. 


‘ings usually hecessary to compel the attend- 


ance of a quorum, 

Mr. Hale reported back the house bill to 
amend the census laws so as to require informa- 
tion to be obtained from unincorporated ex- 
press companies andin response to inquiries 
stated that it applied to all unincorporated ex- 
press companies or copartnershipsys whether 
doing only a localor gi @cal Dariness; that only 
some three or four of the great express com- 
panies of the country were incorporated; that 
over $15,000,000 a year were paid annually by 
express companies to railroad companies, and 
that it was very desirable that statistics of all 
these express companies should be obtained 
and incorporated in the census returns. The 
information would be obtained chietly by cor- 
respondence and would apply simply to the 
extent of their business and property and to 
the amounts paid by them to railroad com- 
panies. Passed without amendment. 

Mr. Edmunds presented a motion for a 
change of rules by limiting debates on the 
tariff bill, which he had offered at the time of 
adjournment yesterday, and it was laid on the 
table and ordered printed. 

Mr. Blair also offered a resolution for such 
a change of rules as will permit the previous 
question to be moved after the proposition had 
been considered two days, and some disposi- 
tion made of it. 

THE TARIFF BILL TAKEN UP. 

The tariff bill was then taken up. The 
pending question being Mr. Vest’s amendment 
(offered yesterday) reducing the duty on tin 
plate from 22-100 cents per pound to l cent 
{the present rate). 

Mr. Morgan resumed his argument—began 
yesterday—against increased duty, provided 
in the paragraph. He referred to a remark 
made last week by Mr.. Edmunds—that the 
tariff bill was the burning question of the 
hour—and to that made on the = same 
occasion by Mr. Hawley—that the mateliar 
interests of the country were suffering greatly 
from the jarcaused by the discussion of the 
bill, and said that he had construed those re- 
marks intoan expression of opinion by these 
senators that the bill was to be pressed to its 
passage or rejection, and that nothing would 
be allowed to impede its progress. So far as 
he was concerned, he coincided in that view of 
the case. He sketched what he thought would 
be the outcome of the matter. The bill would 
pass the senate. The house would refuse to 
eoncurin the senate amendments and a con- 
ference would follow. Nosenator on either 
chamber could now 
foresee the form in which the pending 
bill was even likely to become alaw. When 
the conferees got together they would frame a 
measure independently of the action of either 
house. They would bring it in the nature of a 
surpise and the senate would then be so handi- 
capped by the standing rules of the senate as 
not to be able toamend the rules in any par- 
ticular. They would have to swallow it 
whole, asitecame from the conference com- 
wiittee, or else reject it entirely. 

WHAT THE DEMOCRATS DESIRE. 

Alluding to Mrv-Edmund’s motion to limit de- 
debate and to other propositions of a like char- 
acter, Mr. Morgan said that no democratic sen- 
ator desired to prevent the passage of the bill, 
and none of them had demurred to the repub- 
lican party shouldering the whole odium of the 
bill. They had merely attempted to have a 
free and full discussion of it—a discussion 
which had not taken place in the house, and 
which was choked off by the rules of that 
body, and their administration. They wanted 
free and full discussion, so that the people of 
the United States could see the nature and 
yaine of the objections which they had to urge 
against the adoption of features of the bill, 
each one being distinct and each one contain- 
ing in it animportant enactment relative to the 
welfare of the people. That was all that they 
desired. 

REPUBICANS AGAINST THE FARMERS. 

Mr. Daniel next addressed the senate. He 
spoke of the proposed increased duty on tin 
plate as another step in the relentless and ex- 
orbitant war in which the republican party 
was engaged against the agricultural and pro- 
ducing classes of the country. It was so 
monstrous a grab of monopoly as yet un- 
created, but pleading fora charter from con- 
gress to plunder the people thatit should not 
go unchallenged. The tin plate tax was one 
element of conspiracy and combination of mo- 
nopolists against tillers of the soil. He did 
not wonder that there was anxiety on the 
republican side of the chamber that the bill 
should slide through as soon as 
possible and with as little said about it as prac- 
ticable. He had no doubt thatif the western 
farmer who burned his corn for fuel because 
he could not find a market for it, and who was 
told in an official report of the department of 
agriculture that that was a legitimate use of 
cornif he paid $175 for the tin usedin the 
roofing of his house or barn, and learned that 
$75 of that sum went into the pocket of some 
capitalist who had not yet appeared, that 
farmer would be entirely content to pay a 
bonus. [This was said, of course, in a tone of 
sarcasm. ] He protested that nothing but a 
spiritof monopoly and greed and grasping 
avarice could inspire a bill tolevy taxes on the 
people, which bill proclaimed in its forefront 
that the taxes were not needed for revenue. 

MR. MOODY’S IDEAS OF PROTECTION. 

Mr. Moody addressed the senate. He was 
opposed to a tariff levied exclusively for reve- 
nue on any articles except those of luxury. He 
regarded a tariff imposed indiscriminately on 
ports forthe sole purpose of revenue as a 
vicious mode of levying a tax. But he was in 
favor of the imposition of a duty on foreign 
products that entered or might enter into suc- 
cessful competition with those of the United 
States for the specific purpose of protecting 
and promoting such production by the 
American people, leaving the revenue de- 
rived therefrom to be inerely incidental 
and he would gauge the duties to be imposed in 
proportion to the rate of actual labor involved, 
even going so faras absolutely excluding a 
foreign product where 1t could be successfully 
supplied by home labor. Coming down to the 
question of tin, Mr. Moody said that he has 
been advised bya majority of the finance 
committee that an amendment was to be 
offered imposing a duty on and after the first 
of January, 1892, on black oxide of tin and on 
bar, block and pig tin,and he asked Mr. Aldrich 
Whether that was so, 

Mr. Aldrich assented tothe correctness of 
the statement. 

Mr. Moody then went on to describe the fut- 
ure possibilities of his own state in the matter 
of production of tin, iron and coal, and affirmed 
that whatever he could do, as a nember of the 
national congress, to coustitute, create or de- 
velop ;nanufacturing industries in the west, he 
would do. 

GROWTH OF THE CANNING BUSINESS. 

Mr. Vance spoke of the canning business as 

the largest industry in the United States, and 
as being increased daily among the people. 
The farmers’ alliances were eucouraging the 
establishment of small canneries wherever the 
Situation and surroundings and farm products 
Were favorable. The United States 
Was the largest consumer of tin 
piate in the world, the quantity 
imported last year having been 350,000. tons. 
And yet, instead of reduction of duty on tin 
plate, the duty was to be increased from 1 
cent to 2-10 cents a pound. That would 
make an annual tax on the people of the 
United States of $15,000,000. If it took five 
fears to establish a business in the United 
states that would amount to a tax of $75,000,- 
000 per annum, he submitted that if the tin 
baby was worth so much, it was worth too 
much to pay fora little tin god on wheels. 

The tariff bill was laid aside temporarily, 
and Mr. Allison reported from the appropria- 
tions committce the house joint resolution to 
continue the appropriations of last year for 
the support of { ¢ government. 

It went over till tomorrow. 

The tariff bill was again taken up, and the 
debate on the tin-plate paragraph was re- 
sumed. 

Mr. Gray added his voice to those who had 
appealed in behalf of the canning industry. 

ithout concluding, Mr. Gray yielded the 


floor at 6:10 o’clock p. m., and the senate, 
after a brief executive session, at 6:20 0’clock 
adjourned. 


ROGERS AND REED. 


The Gentleman from Arkansas Criticizes the 
Speaker's Ruling. 

WASHINGTON, August 12.—Mr. Cannon, of 
[llinois, from the committee on appropriations, 
reported a joint resolution extending tempo- 
rarily (until August 29th) appropriations for 
the support of the government not already 
provided for in the general appropriation bills 
already passed. In speaking of this resolution, 
Mr. Rogers, of Arkansas, criticized the ruling 
made by the speaker yesterday on a point of 
order raised by him. 

The speaker’s only reply was: ‘The atti- 
tude of the speaker towards the gentle- 
man from Arkansas has been consistent, that 
of a polite endurance of what cannot be 
helped.”” [Applause on the republican side.] 

The joint resolution then passed. 

Bofore the passage of the resolution, Mr. 
Cannon explained that the appropriation items 
of the sundry civil bill had all been agreed to 
long ago. The only matter upon which there 
was still disagreement was the item of legisla- 
tiomplaced upon it by the senate, which 
covered the land and irrigation systemin nearly 
one-half of the territory of the United States. 
This legislation was of far-reaching im- 
portance, and did not belong upon an appropri- 
ation bill. It was this legislation that had de- 
layed the passage of the sundry civil bill and 
rendered necessary the further extension of 
the appropriation. If this rider could be 
eliminated from the bill, or if a conference 
could reach some agreement upon it, the bill 
would speedily become a law. 

On motion of Mr. Cutcheon, of Michigan, 
the senate amendiments were non-concurred in. 
FOR THE SAFETY OF LIFE. 

Mr. Dingley called up the motion—which 
had been pending for some time—to reconsider 
the vote by which the house passed the senate 
bill to adopt regulations for preventing collis- 
ions atsea. Hedid this for the purpose of 
moving to strike out of the clause repealing 
inconsistent laws the words ‘‘except where 
local rules shail hereafter be adopted by the 
beard of supervising inspectors of steam ves- 
sels.”” Immediately after the passage of the 
bill it had been found, he said, that this excep- 
tion was inconsistent with the true intent of 
the measure. The vote on reconsideration 
stood—yeas 144, nays8. No quorum. One 
hundred and forty-eight members were an- 
nounced as paired on this vote. Upon a call 

of the house a quorum was obtained. 

The motion to reconsider was agreed to, the 
speaker counting a quorum. 

Mr. Dinglev otfered his amendment, striking 
out the exception, and it was agreed to. 

Ona motion by Mr. Rogers, to commit the 
bill to the committee on merchant marine and 
tisheries, the quorum disappeared and a call of 
the house failed to disclose one. 

AFTER THE ABSENTEES, 

On motion of Mr. Dingley a resolution was 
adopted for the arrest of absent members. 

Mr. Cheadle, of Indiana, thereupon offered 
a resolution directing the sergeant-at-arms to 
notify all absent members—except such as are 
absent on account of illness—to return without 


Considerable opposition to this motion was 
manifested, because, for one reason, it would 
include a number of members who have gone 
to the Grand Army reunion at Boston. 

Mr. Cheadle’s resolution was laid -on the 
table. Yeas, 107; nays, 52. 

Further proceedings under call 
dispensed with, and the bill was passed. 

The senate bill was passed, requiring vessels 
in collision at seato stand by each other in 
order to prevent loss of life. It is further 
provided that the commander of each vessel 
shall make known tothe other its name. It 
was amended, in certain - particulars, and a 
conference with the senate ordered. 

The house then adjourned.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, August 12.—The stock market to- 
dav was active in the forenoon, but iater subsided 
into the usual dullness and stagnation, which 
haye of late become such marked characteristics 
of speculation, and while the activity lasted there 
was decided strength displayed, which disap- 
peared later in the day, when the demands slacked 
off. One ofthe most important factors In the 
strength displayed today was the buoyancy of the 
London market, where the late stringency in 
money has been relieved and a more hopeful teel- 
ing exists than at New York. The easing up of 
the money market there, with high rates here, 
has caused a weakening in sterling exchange 
rates, and for the time being gold shipments are 
out of tue question, which also encourages the 
purchase of gold stocks today. Buying, however, 
was in great partto cover short contracts, anu 
while there were heavy purchases for foreign ac- 
count, the demand for home consumption was 
stili larger. The news of today was, in a large 
decree, fayoroble, and the proposition that the 
secretary of the treasury should purchase the 4'.s 
at par and interest to maturity met with much 
favor and aided to keep the upward movement 
going. A most important factor to that end, how- 
ever, was the lending of large sums by one prom- 
inent bank, which gradually covered the rates for 
money and instituted positive ease in place of the 
tightness prevailing in the forenoon. The upward 
movement continued, therefore, without inter- 
ruption until the close, and advances were large 
and uniform, the entire list sharing in it without 
distinction. Dealings, especially inthe afternoon, 
presented little or no special feature, and the close 
was (juiet but strong at the best figures of the day.
